On the manufacturing side of the industry the year 
closes on a more optimistic note than for some time past. 
The repeal of purchase tax on goods-vehicle chassis 
released a flood of orders for heavy models, and the 
specialist makers, as well as the “ popular” producers, 
can look forward to a busy 1960.

Guilt Must Be Punished 

HE Transport Tribunal last week reiterated their 

ruling that irregularities in licensing, even when 
committed in good faith, must not be allowed to pass 
without some penalty. They suspended for three weeks 
an A licence in respect of a tractor unit which had been 
converted from a four-wheeler to a six-wheeler. 

Although there is nothing in the 1933 Act to prevent 

the weight of a vehicle from being altered during the 
wurrency of a licence, the Tribunal, in the Allinson 
decision last April and again in a case heard last week, 
have held that a statement of the unladen weight of a 
vehicle made at the time of an application implies that 
the operator intends to use it at that weight until the 
licence expires.

Mr. Watts 
at 69 is the chairman, or a member of the boards, of more 
than 50 companies, about half of which are in the United 
Kingdom. His most important post is his chairmanship 
of United Transport Co., Ltd. 

Mr. Watts has enjoyed the facility of being able 
to engage in several enterprises at once virtually all his 
life. Endowed with a powerful physique and mental 
capacity to match, he has always acted under a compulsion 
to build and expand and create fresh opportunities, not 
only for himself but for all those who worked with him. 
Today, when most men of his age would be glad to retire 
from active business, he will undertake journeys of 
several months’ duration to see his African interests and 
put in long hours at his desk on exectitive work that up 
to now he has found it impossible to relinquish. 

His extraordinary capacity for work manifested itself 
soon after he left Wycliffe College, Stonehouse, Glos (of 
which public school he is now a governor). He was 
apprenticed to his father’s ironmongery business at 
Lydney, Glos, but in his spare time, of which there can 
have been little, and before the 1914-18 war, he established 
a horse posting business. It prospered until the outbreak 
of the 1914-18 war and, indeed, continued to do so in 
the hands of a partner while the young founder served 
with the transport of a siege battery of the R.G.A. on 
the Western Front.

No Letting Go 


LTHOUGH he is retiring next Thursday after more than

Demobilized in 1919, John Watts returned to the family 
business at Lydney, soon found it too static for his liking 
and promptly opened more branches and departments. 
Looking for fresh fields, he bought three ex-W.D. Albions 
in Arras, had bus bodies fitted in London and founded 
the Valleys Motor Bus Services in Tredegar and 
Monmouthshire. Sometimes driving himself, he served 
first Tredegar-Ebbw Vale district, extending quickly to 
Blackwood, Rhymney, Bargoed, Merthyr and elsewhere. 
At the same time he developed from Lydney another net- 
work of services in the Forest of Dean, Monmouth, 
Hereford and Gloucester areas. This venture can be 
regarded as the birth of the vast network which came to 
be known as Red and White Services, Ltd. In the 30 
years that followed this group comprised 39 other 
companies, becoming the largest completely independent 
road passenger transport organization in Great Britain. 

In the years of cut-throat competition which preceded 
the 1930 Act, Mr. Watts built up, almost by stealth, a 
centrally directed fleet that covered most of South Wales, 
the border counties and the west of England, and ran 
two companies in Guernsey. With the aid of his associates, 
the network grew in such a way that useless and expensive 
competition gave place to sound commercial interworking. 

It was the 1930 Act that made possible amalgamation 
on a large scale. It put an end to licensing by dozens of 
local authorities and allowed the larger companies to 
develop their resources wisely in the interests of the public, 
as well as ef themselves. When nationalization came in 
1950, the assets of Red and White United Transport, Ltd., 
were valued at £44m. To a large extent the amazing 
growth of the company was the work of John Watts, joint 
managing director. 


Visions Overseas 

When the take-over cloud was no larger than a man’s 
hand, he was seeking fresh outlets for his operating and 
financial talents. There were transport interests to be 
developed in East and Central Africa. There was a chain 
of seven hotels in South Wales. There was an industrial 
estate at Lydney, the family business (now trading as 
motor factors), and Cambrian Airways and a number of 
other commercial enterprises that demanded attention. 

With nationalization an accomplished fact, there was 
more money available for investment and the holding 
company, United Transport Co., Ltd. (formerly Red and 
White Transport, Ltd.), was able to expand its interests 
abroad. Mr. Watts became chairman of the African 
Transport Co., Ltd., Nairobi, and of Rhodesia United 
Transport, Ltd., Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia, both large 
groups in the passenger and goods fields. Substantial 
investments were made in the West Indies and Canada 

Today, Mr. Watts, as chairman of United Transport, 
controls 46 companies whose interests range from bulk 
liquid haulage to the manufacture of pins and brushes, 
from passenger transport to chemists’ sundries. 

A large, grey-haired, avuncular man, Mr. Watts has 
little time for the pursuit of interests outside his business. 
Advised to rest after an unusually strenuous African tour, 
he lives quietly with his wife at Lydney. He plays a little 
croquet (“ according to the real rules’) and a little bridge 
(“a penny a hundred”), and he is driven to his office at 
Chepstow (a small mansion standing in 20 acres) in his Silver

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Broken Contract: £410 


for Sparshatt 

AMAGES of £410, with costs, were 

awarded by Mr. Justice Hilbery in 
the High Court last week to J. H. 
Sparshatt and Sons, Ltd., London Road, 
Hilsea, Portsmouth, for breach of con- 
tract by Mr. Terence Regan, haulier, 
trading as Gaylord Transport, Settle 
Street, Commercial Road, London.

Mr. Regan did 
not appear and was not represented in 
court. 

It was stated by Mr. David Calcutt, 
for Sparshatts, that they agreed to sell 
the lorry to Mr, Regan in July, 1958, 
and at his request built a special cab 
and bodywork. They tried unsuccess- 
fully to sell the lorry after Mr. Regan 
had repudiated the contract. 

The loss of profit which would have 
been made on the sale, the cost of paint- 
ing and expenses incurred in attempting 
to persuade Mr. Regan to accept the 
lorry, were £410.

HE Yorkshire “ blitz” on operators who infringe the law on drivers’ 
hours and records continues. 


Fines totalling £670 were imposed 


last week by Leeds magistrates on two C-licence operators and their 


drivers. 


In addition, they were ordered to pay £89 5s. costs. 


Maj. F. S. Eastwood, Yorkshire Licensing Authority, also called before 
him two associated companies who had been fined a total of £519, with 
£21 costs, by Batley magistrates in September for similar offences. He 
decided not to revoke or suspend their A licences, but warned them that 
he would do so if they broke the law again. 








Proxy Voters Foil Guy 
Board Re-elections 


_ persons holding by proxy 3.4 
per cent. of the voting rights of Guy 
Motors, Ltd., last week foiled the 
re-election to the board of Mr. A. L. 
Blower, chairman, and Mr. A. G. Jones, 
managing director. 

Their re-election upon retirement was 
part.of the ordinary business at the com- 
pany’s annual meeting, but it had not 
been considered that proxy support 
needed seeking. The three persons were 
able to carry their opposition by calling 
for a poll after the resolution for the 
re-election had been carried on a show of 
hands. 

The matter is now to be put to all 
shareholders. In the meantime, Mr. 
Blower has been made financial adviser 
and Mr. Jones general manager. A 
further announcement is to be made 
about the appointment of a chairman. 


Before Leeds magistrates, Reynolds 
and Bransom, Ltd., manufacturing 
chemists, pleaded guilty, with seven of 
their drivers, to 38 charges concerning 
drivers’ hours and records during August 
and September. The company were 
fined £220 and their drivers £90, with 
£36 15s. costs. 

Mr. E. Wurzel, prosecuting, said 
drivers alleged that on runs to Cumber- 
land and the Midlands there were too 
many stops and too tight a schedule to 
allow return journeys the same day 
within the permitted hours. The extent 
of many such journeys was not properly 
accounted for in the records. 

In mitigation it was pleaded that if 
drivers had informed the traffic manager 
that the journeys could not be completed 
within the time allowed, they would have 
been instructed to stay overnight.

C. Bristow Case “Most Serious”’ to Come Before Tribunal 


““T*HE most serious case of wrongdoing 

that has come to our notice,” is 
how the Transport Tribunal describe the 
actions of C. Bristow, Ltd., Solebay 
Street, London, E.3, in their written 
decision issued last week on the com- 
pany’s appeal against the revocation by 
the Metropolitan Licensing Authority of 
licences covering 47 vehicles (The Com- 
mercial Motor, November 27). 

“The appellants were guilty of a cal- 
culated fraud begun in 1954 and persisted 
in for more than four years,” say the 
Tribunal. They uphold the extent of the 
penalty given to the concern by the 
Authority, and strongly hint that pending 
applications for the renewal of suspended 
licences should be rejected. 

In the Metropolitan Area, if it is pro- 
posed to renew a licence and place upon 
it a vehicle of greater weight than that 
on the old, the licence may be granted 
provided that the new vehicle is no 
heavier than 15 cwt. than the other (in 
the case of vehicles of over 3 tons 
unladen). 

The Authority had noticed that the 
weights of vehicles specified in certain 
applications made by the company were 
different from those declared to London 
County Council for taxation purposes. 
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Four vehicles for which licences were 
sought were heavier than those previously 
specified but by no more than 15 cwt. 

“ All the applications insofar as they 
related to the vehicles with which we 
are concerned were, in their completed 
form, such as to secure that the variations 
sought would be granted automatically 
without any inquiry,’ observe the 
Tribunal. 

Mr. Victor Durand, Q.C., for Bristow, 
had invited the Authority to hold that 
the weight entries on the application 
forms had been inserted after they had 
been lodged in the Authority’s office, and 
that if this were so Bristow could not 
be responsible for them. This sub- 
mission was also advanced to the 
Tribunal. 

They state, however, that if they had 
found that the incriminated entries had 
been made within the office of the 
Authority, this would not have been 
sufficient to prove that they had not been 
made at the instance of Bristow. 

Moreover, whilst it could have been 
accepted that it might have happened 
once, the proposition that honest clerks 
“should have behaved so oddly in 15 
cases, in each of them exercising imagina- 
tion in such a way as to confer an 


immense benefit on incompetent appli- 
cants ” was “impossible to swallow.” 

“We think that an affirmative conclu- 
sion that the appellants were responsible 
for all the incriminated entries is irre- 
sistible,” say the Tribunal. They do not 
believe that the entries were made by the 
Authority’s staff, either with or without 
collusion with the applicants, but that 
they were inserted, bearing the signature 
of a director (Mr. S. Davis) or the com- 
pany secretary, before they arrived at the 
Authority's office. 

If there had been any doubt, it would 
have been removed because the appellants 
accepted in silence the benefits of varia- 
tions which they must have known ought 
not to have been automatically granted. 

The Tribunal were also asked to con- 
sider that the revocation of 47 vehicles 
was too severe a penalty because the 
wrongdoing related to only 17. On this 
point they have decided that “if ever 
there were a case which called for as 
severe a penalty as a Licensing Authority 
has . . . power to impose it was here.” 

The appellants had persisted in a 
course of fraud for more than four years, 
thereby obtaining the use of vehicles the 
operation of which must have put into 
their pockets some thousands of pounds 
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Cabinet Works, Ltd.), pleaded guilty to 
record and hours offences concerning the 
Leeds vehicles during May and July. The 
company were fined £195, with £52 10s. 
Six drivers were fined £165. 

Mr. Wurzel said the charges were based 
on evidence from the gate book at the 
Leeds Cabinet works, which recorded 
the comings and goings of the vehicles 
and drivers. After working all day on 
loading, certain drivers had been in the 
habit of taking their vehicles home for a 
short period before driving all night to 
Scotland or other distant destinations, 
returning the next day. 

Mr. G. Ditchburn, for the defendants, 
said these matters had been the respon- 
sibility of the traffic manager at Leeds, 
Mr. G. Holt, and were unknown to the 
parent company until the question of 
prosecution arose. Steps had been 
taken to ensure there would be no 
recurrence of the offences.

Revocation Inquiry 

A. Waite (Coal), Ltd., and an asso- 
ciated company, E. Dudley (Transport), 
Ltd., appeared before Maj.

Until the present 
proceedings there had been no com- 
plaint, but during the past few years the 
haulage side of the business had 
increased so rapidly that administration 
became completely out of control. It 
was conducted by girls in the office. The 
log sheets were left to the drivers them- 
selves and were checked only to calculate 


wages, 


Slackness with Accounts 

When one of their principal customers, 
Cawood Wharton and Co. Ltd, 
threatened to take their business away 
because of slackness with accounts, Mr. 
Waite engaged a full-time secretary, 
Mr. H. Croft, but nearly three years had 
been required to catch up with arrears 
of work. 

Mr. Croft said he joined the company 
in 1956 and was reaching the matter of 
log sheets -and drivers’ hours when 
the Licensing Authority’s enforcement 
Officers took the records away. 

Maj. Eastwood commented that the 
total of 365 offences in three months 
must be almost a record. It was remark- 
able that the high wages paid to the 
drivers had not drawn Mr. Croft's 
attention to these matters before. 

Referring to E. Dudley (Transport), 
Ltd., Mr. Hargrave said that, although 
this company, with five of their drivers, 
were also fined £271, and £10 10s. costs, 
on 77 charges concerning records on 
September 24, the essence of the com-

plaints was the failure of the drivers to 
complete section two of the log sheets 
with regard to times of arrival and 
departure. These times had been correctly 
shown in section one. 

After taking legal advice, Dudley's 
pleaded guilty and were told’ that it was 
not essential they should attend court. 
In Mr. Hargrave’s view, they were ill- 
advised, as they were unable to refute 
evidence given concerning a bonus book 
which, it was alleged, was kept for work 
beyond the permitted hours. 

The company’s explanation was that 
this was an additional column in the 
wages book to show work done by the 
drivers for T. F. Firth and Sons, Ltd., 
within the curtilage of their mills. One 
of the directors of the defendants also 
acted as transport manager for Firth’s. 


Payments to Drivers 

Maj. Eastwood said the records showed 
payments to both companies’ drivers for 
up to 83 hours for a five-day week. 
Explanations that the men were engaged 
on loading-bank or other work were not 
satisfactory. It was the law that any such 
work must be included in the drivers’ 
permitted hours. 

In a written decision, he said later 
that he had decided not to revoke or 
suspend either of the A licences con- 
cerned, but he warned both companies 
that he would do so in the event of any 
further breach of the regulations. He 
drew the attention of E. Dudley (Trans- 
port), Ltd., to the Goods Vehicles (Keep- 
ing of Records) Regulations, and particu- 
larly to Regulation 5, which defines the 
words “ driver” and “ work.”

The company already 
had bookings for six coaches to take 
private parties to the Continent in 1960, 
he added. 

Commenting on Mr. Carver's claim that 
he had never seen Wallace Arnold's facili- 
ties advertised in the Hull Daily Mail, 
Mr. J. Malcolm Barr, assistant managing 
director of Wallace Arnold, said that they 
advertised on 18 occasions in 1959 

Mr. G. P. Crowe, for British Railways, 
who also objected, claimed that the 
private-party work, on which the Com- 
missioners were being asked to make a 
grant, was illegal operation. Under the 
1956 Act all arrangements for private 
parties had to be made by the organizers, 
not the operators. 

Announcing the refusal of the applica- 
tion. Maj. F. S. Eastwood, chairman, said 
that no case had been made out.

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Commissioners Override Objections 


LTHOUGH 19 operators had 

objected against the establishment of 
a bus station at Spennymoor (The Com- 
mercial Motor, November 13), the 
Northern Traffic Commissioners last 
week ruled that all through and terminal 
services, except seasonal express services 
to Blackpool and London, would use the 
station if the Minister of Transport 
confirmed an order by Spennymoor 
Urban District Council. The council had 
offered to waive charges for the use of 
the station. 

At the conclusion of the five-day hear- 
ing, Mr. T. H. Campbell Wardlaw, for 
the independent operators, said that the 
provision of a bus station had not been 
forced on the council by a traffic problem 
nor by any public demand. 

The new site would mean _ that 
schedules would be thrown out of gear, 
and the many hundreds of crossings of 
the line of traffic by public service 
vehicles would create congestion, danger 
and loss of travelling time. If the order 
were confirmed, something like £20,000 
of public money would have _ been 
wantonly spent. 

Mr. J. L. R. Croft, for United Auto- 
mobile Services, Ltd., and other large 


companies, said that 393 vehicles daily 
would be involved in a “hazardous 
manceuvre ” at a congested point, instead 
of the 123 now crossing the High Street 
at intervals during the day. 

On behalf of the council, Mr. W. Steer 
sympathized with operators who would 
lose sections of their routes, but claimed 
that the bus station might attract more 
passengers. The site was conveniently 
off the main road but in the centre of the 
town, and road safety was the paramount 
consideration. 

Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, who was sitting as 
an inspector on behalf of the Minister 
of Transport as well as chairman, said 
that he would make his recommendations 
to the Minister in due course. 

The Commissioners were satisfied that 
there had been an increase in traffic in 
recent years and it would be most desir- 
able to operate from a central bus 
station. The licences of both through 
and terminal operators would be varied. 

The few express services passing 
through the town in the summer would 
not be affected. If any aggrieved parties 
wished to appeal, the Minister would 
have both matters before him at the same 
time. 


Erring Hauliers Must be Penalized 


HEN Sir Hubert Hull, president of 

the Transport Tribunal, gave their 
decision on the appeal by the British 
Transport Commission to which Mr. 
C. F. Gill, Stanground, near Peter- 
borough, was the respondent (The 
Commercial Motor, last week), he said 
that it would be unfair to those hauliers 
who had obeyed the law, often to their 
own disadvantage, if anyone who had not 
were not penalized. 

Mr. Gill had been granted an A licence 
by the Eastern Deputy Licensing 
Authority for an articulated low-loader, 
and was said to have increased the weight 
of the tractor during the currency of the 
previous special-A licence by converting 
it from a four- into a six-wheeler. The 
Authority, said Sir Hubert, had tried to 
find something in the law to see if Mr. 
Gill had done wrong. That he had failed 
to do so did not surprise Sir Hubert, but 
what did was that he had not referred 


to the Allinson appeal decision in April. 

This was to the effect that if an 
applicant for a special-A licence stated a 
specific weight, the vehicle should stay 
at the figure during the currency of the 
licence. 

“We are bound to follow that decision 
until we are told we are wrong by some 
superior court,” said Sir Hubert. 

The Tribunal were satisfied that there 
was need for the vehicle and that Mr. 
Gill had acted throughout in good faith. 
“This case is the least unmeritorious 
irregularity that has come our way,” 
observed the president. But he added: 
“We do not think it is right where an 
irregularity is proved to pass it by with- 
out marking it.” 

Mr. Gill's irregularity would be 
sufficiently penalized if the licence were 
suspended for three weeks. This would 
leave the trailer free to be used with any 
other tractor. 


Northern Motorway Route Published 


ROPOSED lines for the remaining 
two sections of the Birmingham- 
Lancaster motorway were published last 
week.

Bristol’s 2d. Fares

WOPENNY bus fares may disappear 
in Bristol if a new wage claim, at 
present being negotiated, is granted. A 
spokesman of the Bristol Omnibus Co., 
Ltd., stated last week that higher fares 
would have to be applied for as a result.

E.Y.M.S. Reduce Fleet by 24 


ECLINING traffic had brought about 

a fleet reduction of 24 vehicles, the 
elimination of 400,000 timetabled miles 
and a total mileage reduction of more 
than Im, per year, said Mr. John Spencer 
Wills, chairman, East Yorkshire Motor 
Services, Ltd.. at the annual meeting of 
the company in London last week. 

Staff numbers had also been reduced 
by nearly 11 per cent. from a total of 
1.200. These contractions were despite 
fares increases, he added. 

He stated that although dividends had 
been cut in recent years, wage rates had 
not. He expressed the personal view that 
the trade unions would be wise if they 
were to pause before pressing their 
present wage claims. : 

They would do well to consider the 
case of coal, another contracting industry. 
he said. It should be remembered that 
the only way to “store” seat-miles at 
unwanted prices was not to run at all. 

Referring to the publicity attached to 
fares applications, Mr. Spencer Wills said 
that it could have a misleading effect. 


Without detailed knowledge of the statu- 
tory processes, the impression might be 
given that some sinister monopoly was 
being “ gallantly foiled.” 

Despite the fact that the last increase 
in wages was granted only in October 
1958, the unions were making another 
claim. This could not be justified by any 
increase in the cost of living because that 
had remained stable. Furthermore it 
came at a time when passengers were 
still declining in number. . 

Any increase in wages would upset the 
equilibrium of the company. Fares 
increases could hardly be avoided, but 
a rise might also mean further reductions 
in services. This would mean _ less 
mileage, and consequently less staff, he 
pointed out. 

Of the Jack Committee inquiring into 
rural services, Mr. Spencer Wills said that 
their problem was in reality a simple one. 
The reason why there were insufficient 
paying rural services was the 200-per- 
cent. tax on fuel. which cost the company 
£91,000 in the past year, he stated.

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Railways’ Horsebox 
Facilities Criticized 
ACEHORSE owners from Maltor 
criticized British Railways’ horsebox 
facilities when they supported an appli 
cation by Mr. F. Turnbull, Pickering, to 
increase the radius of a B-licensed horse 
box at Leeds, last week. Maj 
F. S. Eastwood, Yorkshire Licensing 
Authority, was told that difficulties were 
caused because one of three horseboxes 
was restricted to a radius of 50 miles. 

Representing Mr. R. E. Davey, 
Malton, Mr. R. H. Davey said that they 
had 50 horses in training and 20 brood 
mares. They used two horseboxes of 
their own, but also used the services of 
Mr. Turnbull and a Mr. Pearcey. The 
railways were used only as a last resort 
because their charges were not competi- 
tive. 

On one occasion passages were booked 
for two horses by rail to London docks 
five days before the travelling date 
Davey had been told the night before 
travelling that the Port of London could 
not accept delivery by rail. Mr. Turnbull 
had been contacted at short notice to 
take the horses by road. 

A second trainer, Mr. H. E. Whiteman, 
instanced difficulties with the railways, 
saying that he could not contact anyone 
at Malton station between 6 p.m. and 
8 am. He had used Mr. Turnbull's 24- 
hour service. The restricted radius of 
one of Mr. Turnbull's vehicles meant that 
horses had to return on the same day as 
racing because the vehicles were needed 
for other customers. 

Mr. A. H. Milner, a Driffield farmer 
and owner, said he preferred to use Mr. 
Turnbull's services because he could not 
afford the railways’ charges. In 1956 he 
had paid £56 to the railways to take two 
horses to Oxford. 

The railways provided ample horsebox 
facilities, both by road and rail, said Mr. 
B. A. Sykes. B.R. horsebox representa- 
tive. There were clerks on duty at Malton 
station between 5 a.m. and 9.30 p.m. and 
the stationmaster lived on the premises. 

Mr. A. J. F. Wrottesley, for the. rail- 
ways, submitted that no real incon- 
venience had been suffered. Trainers 
expected rail services when private 
hauliers could not cope. The railways 
were offered only the “leavings” and 
complaints about charges were unreason- 
able, he claimed

riCKET SYSTEM FOR PARKING 
OFFENDERS? 
“1 AM considering the desirability of 
introducing a system, similar to one 
form of the ticket system in use in 
America, which would enable drivers who 
admit parking and similar offences to 
pay a fixed penalty to a court without 
formal proceedings.” 

This was stated in the House of 
Commons last week by Mr. R. A. Butler, 
Home Secretary, in reply to a question 
by Mr. C. Royle (Lab., Salford West). 

Mr. Butler added that he was not yet 
in a position to announce his final 
decision, but he preferred a ticket system 
to one empowering police officers to 
impose on-the-spot fines. A ticket system 
gave the offender the opportunity of 
appearing in court if he wished to do so. 

Mr. Royle stated that there was a large 
body of opinion which believed that a 
ticket system would be against the ideals 
of British justice, and Mr. Butler assured 
him that this aspect was being considered.

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Railway Management 
Attacked in Lords 


HEN the railways’ financial diffi 

culties were discussed in the House 
of Lords last week, Lord Lucas of 
Chilworth attacked the management of 
the British Transport Commission and 
proposed that Lord Mills, as a “ first- 
class industrialist.” should inquire into 
their affairs. 

Lord Lucas quoted Sir Brian Robert- 
son, B.T.C. chairman, as having told the 
National Production Advisory Counci! 
for Industry that it was unfair to bribe 
workers with better pay. ‘Has any 
industrialist . . . ever heard a more 
amazing statement?” said Lord Lucas 
“Do the chairman and the Commission 
live in a real world, or do they not?” 

The chairman had become a tool of 
the Government and might just as well 
“get out.” It was no use his belly- 
aching about the coémpetition from C- 
licence holders, said Lord Lucas, who 
recalled that in 1947 he fought against 
inclusion of the C-licence-_provisions in 
the Transport Act. A commercial con- 
cern could not be run on the principle 
of handicapping competitors. 

There was not one permanent full-time 
member of the Commission, Lord Lucas 
alleged, who measured up to the neces- 
sary ability. Integration of transport 
had not started; at the present time the 
railways owned as many vehicles as 
British Road Services. 

Lord Mills gave a brief history of 
the railways and summarized their 
current capital position. He said that he 
wanted to make it clear that the Govern- 
ment accepted that there was a vital and 
proper place for the railways in this 
country, and that besides being the main 
carriers of minerals and heavy manu- 
factures they should compete in the 
transport of many other kinds of goods. 

A suggestion was made by Lord 
Forbes that there should be special 
wagons capable of carrying lorries. 
Long-distance goods transport could 
thereby be moved largely on the railways 
with far less wear and tear not only to 
the roads but also “ human minds.” 


Unlikely To Agree To Terms 


HEN Mr. G. P. Crowe, for British 

Railways, suggested that an appli- 
cant, at Leeds last week, should restrict 
the use of a special vehicle to two named 
customers, Maj. F. S. Eastwood, York- 
shire Licensing Authority, observed that 
a haulier was unlikely to spend £5,000 
on a special vehicle and agree to those 
terms. 

If Messrs. B. Walker and Son, Ludden- 
denfoot, who applied for a licence for a 
Charrold vehicle, agreed to the restric- 
tion, the railways would withdraw their 
objection, stated Mr. Crowe. Maj. 
Eastwood, who was told that the vehicle 
was being acquired especially to deliver 
coal and coke to awkwardly placed 
points in customers’ factories, granted the 
licence. 

It was stated that in the case of one 


customer, who was using 70-80 tons of 
fuel a week, deliveries had to be made 
some distance away from the boiler 
house. A digging machine had to be 
employed to move the coal 150 yards and 
this cost the customer 4s. 3d. a ton extra. 

Use of a Charrold vehicle would 
allow the fuel to be delivered over a wall 
to the point at which it was required. 

Asked by Mr. Crowe why coal was 
now being bought direct from the 
colliery, Mr. J. Walker stated that 
Luddendenfoot station, which was the 
same as when it was built in 1850, had no 
“drops” that were suitable for use by 
vehicles. 

Mr. Crowe told the Authority that he 
would ‘not call evidence to show that the 
railways could deliver coal into awkward 
places.

“"THE worst type of competition 

against the railways and all 
A-licensed operators,” was how Mr. 
P. Kershaw, for the railways, described 
the intentions of a company applying for 
a B licence before Mr. A. H. Jolliffe. 
North Western Deputy Licensing 
Authority, last week. 

Hewitt, Sons and Co., Ltd. Bacup. 
sought to transfer three C-licensed 
vehicles to B licence. Representing them, 
Mr. T. Booth said that they were makers 
of cardboard boxes with no real interest 
in haulage.- They had, however, been 
asked by the Bury Boot and Shoe Co. 
(1953). Ltd., to bring boxes containing 
footwear from Leicester. 

The Bury concern were a mail-order 
house who had, until recently, obtained 
both their shoes and boxes from Leicester. 
They had decided some months ago to 


buy their boxes from the applicants, but 
to continue purchasing footwear from 
Leicester. Hewitt were thus required to 
take empty boxes from Bacup to Leiceste: 
and full ones from there to Bury. 

Mr. H. Whitford, sales director of Bury 
Boot and Shoe, said that his concern 
would have to return to buying boxes in 
Leicester if the application were refused. 
This would cost more money as Hewitt’s 
boxes were cheaper. The mail-order 
business was competitive, and goods had 
to be marketed as cheaply as possible. 

He told Mr. Kershaw that if the rail- 
ways’ rates were reasonable and deliveries 
could be made quickly, there would be 
no objection to employing his clients. 

Mr. Jolliffe granted the application, but 
stipulated that Hewitt could operate only 
one vehicle at a time. This was accept- 
able to the applicants. 


Action on. Broken Agreements 


OMETHING ought to be done about 
concerns which “ gaily entered into 

binding agreement” with hauliers and 
then did not honour them, said Mr. 
G. P. Crowe, for the British Transport 
Commission, at a Leeds inquiry last 
week. 

A new B licence was being sought by 
Mr. G. C. Bennett, Townville, Castleford, 
who applied to carry sand, gravel and 
red shale within 65 miles in his 3}- 
tonner. The B.T.C. objected. 

Maj. F. S. Eastwood, Yorkshire 
Licensing Authority, was told that the 
cancellation of a quarry owner’s con- 


tract, in connection with improvements 
on the Great North Road, was the reason 
behind the application. The agreement 
with the quarry owner promised ‘he 
haulier work worth £100 per month. As 
the contract had not been honoured, no 
work could be found for the vehicle. 

A contract-A licence had been issued 
following submission of the now-violated 
agreement, observed Maj. Eastwood 
Refusing the application, he advised Mr 
Bennett to take legal advice concerning 
the broken agreement and to tell the 
quarry owners that “ they had better find 
him work.”

LTHOUGH some motorbus under- 
A teines in different parts of the 


world (excluding Great Britain) 
are engaged in converting their services 
to trolleybus operation, few can be doing 
so for the prime purpose of reducing 
contamination caused by _ internal- 
combustion-engine fumes. This, how- 
ever, is one of the principal motives 
behind such a change by Moscow City 
Transport. 

No less a person than Mr. Krushchevy 
himself is behind the scheme, as he 
frowns upon fumes of any sort and is 
trying to make Moscow one of the 
cleanest and most beautiful cities in the 
world. Other reasons for the turn-over 
to trolleybuses are that electric power is 
cheap and trolleybuses have been. found 
to be far less trouble than motorbuses 
in severe winter weather.

As a result of the record-breaking 


London-Moscow run made in a Thames- 
Duple coach (The Commercial Motor, 
October 16) I was afforded the 
opportunity to obtain some personal 
impressions of Moscow City Transport 
Intourist, the Russian touring organiza- 
tion, had arranged a visit to Bus Depot 
No. 1, where 800 buses for services 
covering the south-west section of the 
city are housed. 

Moscow city fleet at present stands at 
3,000 motorbuses, more than 1,500 trol- 
leybuses and over 2,000 trams. There 
are seven depots in Moscow city, employ- 
ing a total staff of some 50,000, and there 
were 2,300 at the No. 1 depot. 

The average number of passengers 
carried each year by the three types of 
road vehicle is in the region of 2,500m 
This figure does not include the traffic 
carried by the underground railway 
There are more than 125 motorbus routes, 
100 tram routes and 50 trolleybus routes. 
Each motorbus averages 185 miles per 
day, each trolleybus 155 miles and each 
tram about 150 miles. Services begin at 
5.30 a.m. and finish at 1 a.m. 

A flat fare system is employed through- 
out the city, the cheapest method of trans- 
port being the tram. A journey of any 
distance costs only 30 kopeks (about 24d 
at the tourist rate of exchange), whilst 
trolleybus and motorbus fares cost 40 
kopeks (34d.) and 45 kopeks (4d.) 
respectively. The flat fare on the under- 
ground railway is 50 kopeks (44d.). 

A Moscow motorbus driver is one of 
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the more highly paid workers in the 
city, his basic monthly wage being 1,800 
roubles (about £64 at the tourist rate of 
exchange). For this, he has to work 177 
hours a month, an average week con 
sisting of seven hours a day for six days 
There are many women tram and trolley 
bus drivers in Moscow, as in other Rus 
sian cities, and they receive the same 
wage aS male drivers. 

Conductors receive about half the 
monthly wage of drivers, and uniforms 
are supplied free to both categories of 
worker. There is a good pension scheme, 
a driver retiring at 60 on about two-thirds 
of his monthly wage. Workers are not. 
however, compelled to retire at 60. 

This scheme applies generally to all 
workers throughout the U.S.S.R. Nor- 
mally, after 25 years’ service, a pension 
of half the normal salary is given. A 
shorter period of service warrants a 
reduced pension. 

Only two types of motorbus are used 
in Moscow, although first appearances 
would suggest that there were many more 
than this, because of the wide variety of 
colours of their livery. The colours are 
apparently chosen to brighten up the city

WO small trailers, one of them with

sion, have recently undergone “road” 
tests in the Libyan desert, where the con- 
ditions, as Eighth Army men will recall, 
vary from the just possible to the frankly 
frightful. The object of the exercise was 
to demonstrate the suitability of Scottorn 
trailers for desert work. The trials were 
carried out under the supervision of 
Mr. Guy Scottorn, of Scottorn, Ltd., New 
Malden, Surrey. 

One of the trailers was a_plastics- 
bodied two-wheeled caravan and the 
other, with the Laminaire suspension, 
was a heavy-duty version of the standard 
Scottorn 250 tanker. The trials were 
conducted with the co-operation of the 
Geophysical Prospecting Co., 20 Albert 
Embankment, London, S.E.11, who 
supplied the Land-Rovers used in the 
desert. 

On a previous visit to Libya, Mr 
Scottorn had been struck by the poor 
condition of vehicles he had seen there. 
It was clear to him that only rigorous 
testing of representative vehicles over 
ground familiar to the oil companies 
could demonstrate that his trailers met 
the requirements of the area. 

The intention was to drive from Tripoli 
southwards to Sebha, capital of the 
southern province of Libya. Complete 
lack of food, fuel and water supply points 
between the two cities demanded that five 
days’ rations and fuel for 750 miles be 
taken with the party. 

This meant carrying three 40-gal 
barrels of petrol in the Land-Rovers and 
250-gal. of water was loaded into the 
trailer tanker. These quantities proved 
to be more than sufficient for the needs 
of Mr. Scottorn and his companion, Mr. 
P. Miles, of the Geophysical Prospecting 
Co. 


Good Tarmacadam 


The first day of travelling brought the 
little convoy to the top of the plateau 
which is the beginning of the desert south 
of Tripoli. The first 80 to 100 miles was 
good tarmacadam road, but thereafter the 
course branched off on to a rough track 
until that petered out in the sand. 

On the second day, an ill-defined track 
beckoned them upwards to an escarpment 
which led up to a plateau: and that was 
the last track they saw for 24 hours. On 
the plateau itself the going was reason- 
able.

*“‘ Field” Tests Prove the 

Endurance of Trailers, 

Land-Rover Tractors and 
Two English Effendis

So punishing was the going here that 
it seemed reasonable to get off the track 
wherever possible, but this drill was apt 
to bring the vehicles and trailers to a 
halt, axle-deep in soft sand. The dis- 
comfort of the track proved to be less 
exhausting than digging. 

That evening the two men suffered the 
hot, dry wind of the desert. They spent 
the night in the caravan which, although 
affording ample protection against the 
stinging, stifling particles of flying sand, 
denied them much rest because it was full 
of spare parts of uncomfortable shape. 

In the morning, they pressed on along 
the same track. It appeared to be with- 
out end and was distinguished by a 
remarkable variety of unpleasant surfaces. 
At the end of a nine-hour spell of driving, 
they had covered 97 miles and were 
brought to a halt by sheer exhaustion. 

Throughout the fifth day, the surface 
steadily deteriorated. The patches of soft 
sand became more frequent and on one 
occasion the caravan was nearly inverted 
while tackling such an area at high speed. 
Although this is the correct drill to 
employ, the manceuvre was enlivened by 
the presence of loose rock hidden by the 
sand. 

Scottorn and Miles had hoped to reach 


o- 


Sebha that night. For two hours they 
drove in darkness and almost impossible 
conditions before they decided to call it 
a day, unable to guess just how far they 
were from their goal. In the first light of 
dawn they saw the oasis, within five miles 
of their laager. 

It was necessary to be back in Tripoli 
within the next five days. Little time 
was lost in refuelling and taking in stocks 
of fresh food, and it was decided to use 
a more direct route for the return 
journey. 

It was unfortunate that the track they 
chose was in even worse shape than the 
outward route. The painfully familar 
washboarding, pounded by heavy oil- 
fields vehicles supplying the camps south 
of Sebha, gave them an appalling ride. 

On. the second night of the return 
journey they came upon a vehicle in 
trouble. It was on its side, almost com- 
pletely wrecked and the driver and 
passenger needed urgent medical atten- 
tion. This was arranged by unhooking 
the caravan and sending on the Land- 
Rover with the injured men to a police 
post 50 miles farther north. 


Slog North 


The caravan was then hitched up 
behind the tanker and the remaining 
Land-Rover began the slog north, towing 
two trailers. It is a tribute to its willing 
heart that it met the solo machine on 
its return journey only six miles from the 
police post. 

The party reached the coast road 
between Benghazi and Tripoli on the 
afternoon of the third day. The remain- 
ing 140 miles into Tripoli occupied eight 
hours, including a delay for police and 
Customs checks. 

On their return to base the trailers 
were carefully examined. The tanker 
had suffered a broken brake rod and a 
jockey wheel in a fracas with a rock. 
The caravan had developed a 12-in. 
crack in the interior lining, where a 
packing case had been flung forward off 
its seating. Structurally, neither trailer 
nor Land-Rovers showed any effect.

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Men Made by Transport 








Benjamin Franklin 


HEN he won the proud title of 
W Conductor of the Year at 

Broughton - under - Wychwood 
on Saturday, Benjamin Franklin 
Godden achieved the highest ambition 
of his comparatively short career in 
passenger transport. After a chat with 
him in the village’s Albert Hall, on the 
stage of which Col. F. M. Bright- 
Pynch, the chief constable, made the 
presentation, I felt impelled to seek a 
further interview to record, if I could, 
something of the background and 
training that go to the making of a 
national champion. 

As the chief constable was at pains 
to point out in his speech, the con- 
ductor competition is different in its 
essentials from other contests in the 
transport world. For one thing, none 
of the tests is carried out in reverse. 
For another, only one bus is required, 
which makes the competition an 
admirable attraction at parochial 
garden parties, political conferences 
and openings of civic centres. 

Although this is the first year the 
contest has been held on a national 
basis, already four eliminating rounds 
have taken place, three of whose 
winners appeared in the final. 


No Frivolity . 

Throughout the country there are 
many bus conductors and it was the 
first thought of the organizing com- 
mittee to reduce the numbers of 
possible contenders for the national 
title by making several conditions 
which would eliminate unqualified or 
even frivolous entrants. 

Thus, before appearing in an 
eliminating round, the conductor must 
produce certified evidence from his 
traffic manager (“who shall not be a 
close relative ”"—ha! they thought of 
that one) that he has never been more 
than £1 short in his takings for the day, 
that he has been seen to wear the 
company cap at least twice in any 
week and that he has not been con- 
victed of assaulting or even battering 
the public in the 12 months 
immediately preceding the contest. 

Consequently, the stewards of the 
meeting know they are dealing with 
the hard core of professional conduc- 
tors whose technique is a model to the 
youngsters coming into the industry. 

Tests are fourfold and designed to 
tax agility, sleight of hand, crowd 
control and sheer toughness. It was 
decided that each entrant would be 
equipped with a board of tickets of 


various values and a punch of the type 
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more commonly seen today in the 
nursery at Christmas time. 

In Test 1, the conductor is required 
to ascend to the upper deck and issue 
to the eight marshals seated there a 
selection of tickets which shall include 
one ls. 2d. return, one eightpenny, two 
and two halves to Hyde Park Corner, 
a workman’s day return and a 34d. 
single. The exercise is timed to the 
conductor’s return at foot of stairs. 

Test 2 (crowd control) requires the 
conductor to stand behind the driver’s 
bulkhead, as though addressing him, 
and to announce in clear tones, “ No- 
more - standing - full - on - top - any - 
more - fares - please.” 

Test 3 is also timed and requires the 
conductor to leave his platform, run 
50 yd. to a tea-bar, collect two full 
mugs, return to the bus, on the way 
handing one to the driver and sprint- 
ing to his platform. 

In Test 4 (timed) the conductor has 
to change the destination board (a) 
from the front of the bus and (b) from 
the rear.

Northern Nigeria Needs Vehicles 


HE Northern Region of Nigeria, 
T: territory bigger than France 

and having a population of 18m., 
has little in common with any other 
export market. The most striking 
impression that it gives is of the need 
t© maintain the supply of vehicles toa 
country where almost every one 
orought in can be guaranteed a hard 
life. 

This is a free market with a low 
import duty. It has just gained self- 
government, and next year the 
Federation of the three regions will 
receive indepéndence. Most of the 
people in the Northern Region are 
Hausas—Muslims with the Islamic 
characteristics of fatalism, extremes of 
wealth and poverty, and a unique code 
of honesty. 

Open lorries predominate. Vans are 
seen only in the towns, such as the 
commercial centre of Kano. On all the 
main and secondary roads through 
the bush the lorry is the standard 
transporter of goods and passengers. 
In three weeks I saw no more than 
three proper buses. 


Seasonal Demand 


In Kano, the demand for new 
lorries is rigidly seasonal, as it is 
throughout the region, beginning with 
a rush at the start of the groundnut 
harvest. in October and falling off 
during the next four months. The 
groundnut trade is tremendous and 
profitable, and hundreds of lorries 
employed to carry the crop to the rail- 
head may work for no more than a 
few months, lying idle with their 
wheels off the ground for most of the 
year. 

Others do double duty = as 
unscheduled buses with temporary 
wooden seats. More will be seized by 
the trading company when _hire- 
purchase instalments lapse at the end

of the season. If the company are not 
alert they will find vehicles on their 
hands worth less than the outstanding 
instalments. One trader, when the 
groundnut harvest is over, has to 
seize one in five of the lorries he has 
sold. 

Growers are mainly peasant farmers 
with tiny plots of land and nothing 
more ambitious than donkeys for 
transport. Buyers and carriers may 
have anything from one lorry to 30. 
Bedford 3-tonners are popular, but

Guaranteed for Most Chassis 

Shipped to This African 

Territory, a Tricky Market 
for Makers 


challenged by smaller Opels and, in 
the heavier classes, M.A.N. and 
Mercedes oilers, which are becoming 
more numerous. 

Operators want vehicles which are 
strong and reliable. In a land where 
distances are great and policemen well 
versed in traffic law are few, it would 
be a delusion to think of the capacity 
of a 6-tonner as 6 tons. It is as much 
as the owner thinks he can carry with- 
out visible failure of the springs. 
Mechanical sympathy is weak and the 
urge to get rich quick is strong. 

Vehicles are nearly always imported 
as chassis to be fitted with locally 
made bodies. These are of mahogany, 
cost between £70 and £100 and weigh 
about a ton. The design is more or 
less uniform. Chassis and bodywork 
have to take heavy punishment, which 
is meted out by the roads in two ways 
—battering and abrasion. 

Laterite is the normal road-making 
material, a red soil which at best con- 


tains a measure of fairly coarse grit 
and when well maintained. is soft on 
tyres and springs. At worst it can be 
hammered into corrugations and set 
rock-hard with a covering of fine dust. 
Engines and transmission parts can be 
protected against the dust by filters, 
but brakes, suspension and steering 
components must suffer. 

In local experience, no seal has yet 
been invented to exclude laterite from 
a steering joint or brake drum. Nylon 
bushes may eventually be the answer, 
but in the meantime only frequent 
servicing can prevent rapid wear. For 
the smaller businesses, however, 
servicing is still considered a luxury. 

Derv is about Is. a gallon cheaper 
than petrol. Therefore, those who can 
afford oilers prefer them to petrol 
vehicles. A well-maintained oiler is 
acknowledged to be more reliable, but 
skilled mechanics are rare and found 
only in towns hundreds of miles apart. 
The native driver has an extraordinary 
ability to cope with failures that occur 
with petrol engines, but the driver of 
an oiler which breaks down 300 miles 
from the makers’ agent is in trouble. 

Low in Spirit 

A specific example is merely run- 
ning out of fuel, as often happens 
because of poor men’s inclination to 
drive with their tanks nearly empty. 
Only recently have drivers learnt the 
necessity to bleed an injection pump. 

The larger operators run oilers and 
have them serviced by the agents. The 
bigger the operator, broadly speaking, 
the larger the engine. Heavier fuel 
consumption and higher first cost are 
considered to be outweighed by longer 
life and greater reliability. 

I learned from the Union Trading 
Co., that Bedford, Leyland and Albion 
were the leading British makes in the 
region. Bedfords were recovering lost 
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ground since the introduction of the 
maker’s own oil engine. 

Some operators carry groundnuts in 
one direction and general goods or 
passengers on rough wooden benches 
on the return. The fact that there is 
usually someone travelling behind the 
driver on any lorry in Northern Nigeria 
is an advantage, for mirrors never 
seem to be used. They are useless 
anyway, because of the plume of dust 
thrown up by the wheels. Every lorry, 
however, has a bell pull by which 
passengers can warn the driver of an 
overtaking vehicle. 

Many of the smaller vehicles, chiefly 
Austin, Morris and Bedford, are used 
as buses, although their services are 
not normally scheduled. Intending 
passengers spend hours, or even a 
whole day, waiting for the proprietor 
to assemble a paying load for the 
destination concerned. It is not 
unknown for them to accompany the 
bus when it is seized for hire-purchase 
default by the agents, and stay with it 
in the agents’ premises until the 
instalments are paid off. 


14-day Journey 

British vehicles’ prestige is upheld 
by a Lebanese-owned concern, A. J. 
Karouni, Ltd., one of whose divisions 
holds the contract for the delivery of 
Shell fuel by road tanker throughout 
the territory. The longest regular 
journey lasts 14 days and is from Kano 
railhead to Bongor, 700 miles away in 
French Equatorial Africa. 

Karouni are A.E.C. import agents, 
and have a fleet of 47 A.E.C. vehicles 
and Taskers trailers with 4,300- 
4,500-gal. tank bodywork. Most of 
the traffic is in aviation spirit. 

The vehicles running into French 
country have 200-gal. fuel tanks that 
enable them to do the 600-mile round 
trip from the staging point at 
Maiduguri without refuelling. If the 
tanks needed to be replenished at 
Bongor, the cost would be high, 
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A direction indicator 
of this type is necess- 
ary for those vehicles 
of A. J. Karouni, 
Lid., which run into 
French territory. 
The .company distri- 
bute for the Shell 
concern and have 47 
A.E.C. tankers and 
Taskers trailers. 
Outfits average 
45,000 miles a year, 
operating over sur- 
faces varying from 
tarmacadam to dirt. 


because the price of fuel is increased 
by the length of haul. 

Each of these tanker outfits averages 
over 45,000 miles a year, operating on 
roads with surfaces varying from 
uneven tarmacadam to dirt. No 
amount of maintenance can guarantee 
the avoidance of damage, but the 
company have evolved certain pro- 
cedures to ward off failure. Chassis 
are reinforced, bearing seals modified 
to last 50,000 miles, and new materials 
tested to resist heat and dust. 

Under normal conditions, the rubber 
diaphragm in the brake control valves 
should be renewed every 12 months. 
Karouni fit valves made of p.v.c. sheet 
bought from a local general store and 
these prolong life up to 24} months 
Plastics garden hose has proved to be 
more durable than rubber for connect- 
ing the vacuum system between prime 
mover and trailer. 

All vehicles are greased after 
journeys and inspected closely for 
damage. By such means the period 
between major overhauls is kept at a 
remarkable 90,000-100,000 miles. 

What is routine to Karouni, bearing 
in mind that a trip missed through 
breakdown could cost £100, is an 
advertisement for the merits of main

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tenance to the African operator. How 
much it needs advertising is made clear 
by a visit to the Government vehicle 
inspection station in Kano. All vehicles 
have to be checked twice a year—vital 
to public safety but a bane to vehicle 
traders. 

Dealers who have sold a new vehicle 
are not allowed to license it until it has 
been inspected and a certificate issued. 
This wastes days. On the other hand, 
an over-worked British officer of the 
Nigerian Police Force has to contend 
with a flood of vehicles, the condition 
of which would shock even the most 
casual of owners in the United 
Kingdom. 


Trivial Rejections 

The main fault of the system seems 
to be a reluctance by the inspectors to 
detail defects, so that an apparently 
sound vehicle may be sent back to its 
owner for the replacement of a lamp 
bulb, only to be rejected at the second 
check for another equally trivial 
reason. 

I was told that on one occasion an 
inspector had to be told by the trader’s 
manager that rubber alleged to be 
packing a worn steering joint was 
actually a dust seal. As each inspection 
costs £1 there are grounds for 
grievances. 

But many vehicles, particularly 
trailers, are completely unsafe. Bolts 
are frequently fitted loose in old rivet 
holes. Steering may have a quarter of 
a turn free play. Wiring is cracked and 
spring shackles in the final stages of 
decay. The law requires each trailer 
to have brakes on one axle operated 
either by the prime mover or by a 
brakeman, but when a trailer comes in 
empty for inspection it is impossible to 
prove that a brakeman will have no 
room to ride on it when there ts a full 
load. 

A trader's lot in Nigeria ts reason- 
ably happy if he is prepared for condi- 
tions which bear little relation to 
European practice. Because of the 
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capital required, only a handful of 
companies is engaged in_ selling 
vehicles. Most hold agencies for 
several makes and operate their own 
retail outlets. 

Substantial sums have to be put 
down when orders are placed months 
before vehicles are delivered to owners. 
Large and expensive stocks of spares 
must be carried, and _ hire-purchase 
transactions have to be financed by the 
traders themselves, because the 
business is so hazardous that indepen- 
dent finance houses do not exist.

Among the smaller African 
operators, especially one-man 


businesses, it is normal for payments 
to lapse at the end of the groundnut 
season when the “owner” ceases to 
make a daily profit out of using the 
vehicle. The agent must then seize his 
lawful property—if he can find it. 
Tracking down a lorry in a remote 
village 300 miles away is not always 
easy. 

Hire-purchase terms differ, but a 
typical example is a 25-per-cent. 
deposit followed by nine monthly 
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instalments carrying 14-per-cent. 
interest. Terms tend to vary according 
to the status of the customer and what 
the trader knows of him. 

Rich men who pay on the nail may 
not be required to meet interest, 
whereas doubtful customers may be 
allowed only three months to pay in 
full. Traders have made money in this 
business, but not without effort. The 
same may well be said of manu- 
facturers who have set out to supply 
this territory. Its future economic 
progress should be tremendous. 





Are Specialist 


HOULD a vehicle suit its load, or the 

load suit the vehicle? This question, 
Mr. E. B. H. Elsbury, vehicle repair 
manager of the North Thames Gas 
Board, told the Institute of Road Trans- 
port Engineers in London last week, had 
to be answered by an operator before 
he purchased a new model. He could 
then decide whether to have a quantity- 
produced vehicle, or if his needs could be 
met only by a specialist maker. 

There was about a  30-per-cent. 
difference in price between the two 
slasses of chassis, and this difference 
could be higher when cabs and bodies 
were included. The extra cost of a 
specialist vehicle enabled the operator’s 
individual requirements to be considered 
and, in most cases, ensured a_ longer 
vehicle life. 

Some people thought, however, that, 
with the current rate of design develop- 
ment, vehicles could become obsolescent 
after seven years, and that within this 
period the quantity-produced vehicle 
could be quite satisfactory. Further- 
more, the quantity manufacturers 
generally. provided greater and more 
immediate service facilities. 


Loading Ratios 


Weight distribution was an important 
consideration in drawing up the specifi- 
cation of a vehicle. It depended upon 
the wheelbase, the position of the cab, 
and the axle weights. On two- and four- 
axled vehicles, manufacturers normally 
gave front- and rear-axle loadings. 
according to the tyres fitted, on a 1-to-2 
or 7-to-17 ratio. 

The.two ratios could cause misunder- 
standing as at the I-to-2 ratio an eight- 
wheeler with 9.00-20 (12-ply) tyres all 
round was loaded evenly, but was over- 
loaded on the rear tyres at the 7-to-17 
ratio. This could be overcome by using 
14-ply covers, but these increased the 
cost and unladen weight and gave a 
harsher ride. 

Few alternatives to synchro- or 
constant-mesh gearboxes were offered by 
British manufacturers. Although the 
torque converter had found favour in 
America, it was too extragavant on fuel 
for operation in this country. Two- 
speecl axles were useful provided that 
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Vehicles Worth Their Cost? 


vehicle manufacturers adopted suitable 
main-gearbox ratios to avoid the dupli- 
cation which occurred with some current 
models. 

In general, commercial-vehicle braking 
figures were low and left “ pathetically 
small” safety margins. The stated lining 
area Should never exceed 60 per cent. of 
the total swept area, and 60 sq. in. of 
lining per ton of gross weight should be 
provided. Below these figures one could 
expect fade and short.lining life. 

Air suspension in its present state of 
development added appreciably to vehicle 
weight and thus there was little alter- 
native to the conventional leaf spring. 
Few shock absorbers were of any use on 
vehicles of over 8 tons gross weight, and 
moulded-rubber rebound springs accom- 
modated only the peaks of deflection. 

Wearing properties of spring-shackle 
eyes and pins had been improved over 


the past 15 years, but consideration 
should now be given ta lubrication-free 
bushes. These had proved successful on 
private cars. Power steering was 
essential for heavy vehicles, and a good 
investment on those of over ’S tons gross 
weight which had to operate in heavy 
traffic and congestion. 

Many operators took care in selecting 
tyre equipment although they might 
accept a  quantity-produced vehicle 
Tyre manufacturers ought to produce 
covers with standard external diameters. 

Automatic chassis-lubrication gear was 
becoming more attractive as it was 
tending to become more difficult to 
obtain cheap labour for greasing. The 
life of vehicles was extended by auto- 
matic lubrication. Greasing either caused 
loss of use af a vehicle during the day, 
or had to be done by expensive labour 
at night. 





Hydraulic Drive for Cement Mixer 


HE independent petrol engine driving 

the cement mixer of one of a fleet 
of 20 lorry-mounted mixers operated by 
Keir and Cawder, Ltd., Bishopbriggs, 
Glasgow, has been replaced successfully 
by a hydraulic drive mechanism using 
the power of the main prime mover. 

Keir and Cawder had found that 
maintenance costs on their conventional 
mixers were high. and the conversion 
was an attempt to reduce them. 

It was thought that normal gearbox 
power take-offs were not suitable for the 
application and so, in conjunction with

Hutsons, Ltd., Glasgow, and Hamworthy 
Engineering, Ltd., Poole, Dorset, who 
supplied the equipment, a_ hydraulic 
drive layout was devised. 

The chassis is a Leyland Comet and 
a hydraulic pump is driven direct from 
the front of the crankshaft, projecting 
ahead of the front bumper and protected 
by an additional guard rail. Output 
from the pump is taken through flexible 
piping to a hydraulic motor, driving 
the rotating mixer drum (a Rapier 
24-cu.-yd. unit) through a_ reduction 
gearbox. 

A control valve for the motor is fitted 
in the cab to allow the driver to start 
the mixer while the vehicle is on the 
road, and a similar valve is provided at 
the rear of the vehicle together with a 
throttle control so that final mixing and 
discharging can be carried out from this 
position. 

In operation the drive mechanism has 
been found to provide adequate power 
and does not stall, even when concrete 
becomes almost solid in the drum and 
creates an overload. The complete 
equipment fitted on a sub-frame ready 
for installation costs about £600. 
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What Will the “Pink Zone” Prove? 


Asks R. E. G. Brown, F.C.LS., M.Inst.T. 


article “ No Proof” (December 11) that commercial- 

vehicle operators need to be on guard against unwanted 
consequences of the “pink zone” experiment. I do not 
agree that it has proved nothing. The danger is that it 
will be claimed to have proved things which it has not. 
This is largely because most writers have been far from 
clear as to what has been done. Janus unwittingly added 
to the confusion when he wrote, “ There is no need to 
demonstrate that congestion will be reduced if cars are 
not allowed to park and if lorries and vans are kept away 
for the greater part of the time that the shops are open.” 

There is no doubt that many people imagine that, in the 
experiment, vans and lorries have been kept away—banned 
from the zone on a widespread scale. As a result, 
supporters of loading bans have said to me: “ There you 
are—it does work without all the fearsome consequences 
you have so persistently forecast.” This is so far from the 
truth that it seems imperative to be absolutely clear about 
what has been done in the pink zone. 

No Waiting: The ordinary “ No Waiting ” regulations 
which prohibit the parking of cars have been extended, 
rather more by time than geographically. To claim that 
a mass of new regulations has been made is to assume 
that without them the driver had a right to park where 
and when he pleased. This has never been so. 

Loading Bans: At the major intersections, loading bans 
already existed from 11.30 a.m. until 1 p.m. and from 
3 p.m. until 6.30 p.m. On the theory of “ goods” in the 
morning and shoppers in the afternoon, the “ pink zone ” 
scheme altered the period of prohibition to 1 p.m. to 
6.30 p.m.—an increase in total time of half an hour.

No Great Interference 


Points at which the bans were applied were increased. 
Without underestimating the extent of these bans, it would 
be wrong to regard them as affecting more than a small 
proportion of the kerb space in the large area involved. 

What has been proved? To Janus and many of us— 
nothing that was not known. But to the general public, the 
lesson is that proper enforcement of existing regulations 
can clear the streets of much of the strangling effect of 
indiscriminate parking, to the benefit of everyone. What 
is more, this improvement can be achieved without exten- 
sive bans on loading or unloading. This is not entirely new, 
because the Westminster parking-meter scheme had already 
proved it. Rationed parking, adequate facilities for loading 
and unloading, and strict prohibition of indiscriminate 
parking have manifestly effected a marked improvement 
in traffic flow. 

In this respect, the “* pink 
zone ” has been a wonderful 
bit of hocus-pocus. It has 
produced nothing new, but 
as a piece of publicity it has 
been masterly. The word 


“ pink ” did it... “In the 
Pmk” ... “Strike “me 
Pink” . . . “ Blue Prints for 


Pink Schemes”. . . It tickled 
the Press pink. The result 
has been that, at long last, 
the whole chronic problem 
has become prominent in

the daily Press and, therefore, in the public eye, as well 
as in Parliamentary thought. The Minister of Transport 
has with him public opinion which will enable him to rid 
us of the pernicious effect of long-term parking. 

No commercial-vehicle operator can fail to benefit from 
more orderly use of the streets. There is no doubt of 
this after careful study oi the parking-meter zones. In 
these, goods-vehicle operators have been required to accept 
some restriction and regulation of the times and places 
for loading and unloauing. In return, they have been 
substantially guaranteed a place at the kerb and the drivers 
saved from the undesirable alternatives of “round and 
round the houses” or “double banking.” But the 
beneficial effects of parking meters or of the “ pink zone ~ 
have not been secured by widespread prohibition of loading 
or unloading. 


Effects of Changed Times 


This is not to suggest that we can be insensible to the 
existence_ of loading bans in the scheme. Any trader 
affected directly by them will not be cheered by the 
knowledge that he is one of a small minority. We shall, 
of course, have to make a careful study of their effect on 
the shops concerned and their suppliers. For about half 
of them the bans are not new: the time has merely been 
altered. We shall need to know the results of this change. 

We know that it will have called for careful retiming 
of deliveries, which will not always have been easy. Some 
adjustments may have been made possible by the 
temporary earlier opening of some of the larger stores. 
We know that traders have co-operated. There have 
doubtless been some dilliculties: we shall hear of others. 
In due course, we shall hope to have an accurate picture 
of the overall effect of the experiment on goods vehicles 
as a whole. Certainly, suppliers need to be on guard to 
ensure that future proposals do not call for bigger and 
better bans because of the inaccurate presentation of their 
significance in the present scheme. 

Janus is perfectly right, of course. The scheme will be 
announced a “pronounced success.” One can hear it 
said in advance. The inherent danger is that it is a free- 
for-all as to what is claimed “ proved.” The represent- 
atives of commercial-vehicle operators have the job of 
keeping claims regarding them in proper perspective. If 
it is accepted that the scheme proves (as I think it does) 
that, by abolishing long-term parking, traffic conditions 
can be materially improved without extensive restrictions 
on necessary commercial-vehicle operations, we shall have 
no serious cause to regret the “ pink zone ” experiment 
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engine is unusual, although such a combination is 

often found abroad. The Leyland Leopard is just 
such an animal. It is, in effect, a Tiger Cub with a hori- 
zontal 0.600 engine developing 125 b.h.p. and 410 lb.-ft. 
torque, compared with the Tiger Cub’s standard 105 b.h.p. 
and 225 lIb.-ft. torque. 

The higher power of the Leopard allows the recom- 
mended gross-weight rating to be raised from 94 tons to 
11 tons. Fast average speeds are attainable, and there is a 
bigger reserve of power for quick hill-climbing. Yet there 
is no serious detraction from the fuel economy of the 
Tiger Cub. 

As with other Leyland passenger chassis, the Leopard, 
the specification of which was published in The Commer- 
cial Motor dated August 21, is designed for use either as 
a bus or coach. I tested it in both forms. The chassis was 
the same but the rear-axle ratios were different. 

Both tests were made at a gross vehicle weight of 11 tons, 
which is higher than would normally be the case in Britain. 
My report is in two parts. First I deal with the Leopard as 
a bus, and then as a coach. The chassis I tested was one 
of 20 for delivery to Sheffield. 


As a Bus 


OR the test of the Leopard in its bus form, the axle 
ratio was 5.143 to 1. Alternatives are 4.625 to 1 and 
4.111 to 1: these are more suitable for coach operation 
with consistent running. With two Leyland representatives 
and myself aboard, the gross vehicle weight was exactly 
11 tons. The kerb weight of the chassis alone was 4 tons 
84 cwt. 

If even as much as 24 tons is allowed for a heavy luxury 
body, 3 tons 16} cwt. is still left for passengers and bag- 
gage. Therefore the bus chassis was running well above its 
normal weight. 

Braking efficiency was the subject of my first test, and 
good figures from both 20 m.p.h. and 30 m.p.h. were 
obtained. Although the line pressure had been reduced 
to 60 p.s.i., to reduce maximum retardation for the sake of 
the comfort of passengers, both rear wheels locked when 
braking from the two speeds. The front wheels were on 
the point of locking, as revealed by heavy marking of the 
road surface.

Braking tests took place in the Euxton area, where we 
also conducted a 10-mile fuel-consumption test-over narrow 
hilly roads. The route passed through the outskirts of 
Leyland and ended on the Longton by-pass. In spite of 
adverse road and traffic conditions, the distance was covered 
at an average speed of 28 m.p.h., and the fuel-consumption 
meter indicated 13 m.p.g.—a reasonable figure.

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5.9-mile course. First we ran non-stop, then made two 
stops every mile, and finally six stops per mile. Each stop 
was for 15 seconds and the engine was left idling. Fuel- 
consumption rates obtained are detailed in an accompany- 
ing data panel. They show praiseworthy economy under 
Stage-carriage conditions. 


During the run when six stops were made per 
mile, the average efficiency of brake applications 
was about 20 per cent., except that the last stop 
was a “crash.” This was done to find out if any

The Leyland driver accelerated from 0-20 m.p.h 
in some 17 seconds during this fuel-consumption 
trial, and acceleration times were later assessed 
in their own right.

Four 
seconds were saved over the time required to 
reach 40 m.p.h. from rest when bottom gear was 
employed compared with starting in second.

Parbold Hill, which has an average 
gradient of | in 12, was the scene of hill- 
climb and brake-fade tests. The ascent of 
three-quarters of a mile occupied only 3 
minutes 38 seconds—a fast climb for a bus 
of Il tons gross. Second was the lowest 
ratio employed, and was engaged for a total 
of 2 minutes 8 seconds, during which the 
minimum speed was I2 m.p.h. 

Slight exhaust smoke could be seen when 
the engine was running near its governed 


speed during the ascent Temperature of 
the water in the cylinder head rose from 
170-175 degrees | This is negligible and 


indicated ample cooling capacity for all 
occasions 

The effectiveness of the brakes was halved 
by a descent in neutral at 20 m.p.h., the 
foot brake being used to keep the speed 
down to this figure. This was not because 
of fade, in the normal sense. The reduction 
was caused by a drop in line pressure to 
35 p.s.i. I found it impossible to keep my 
foot still on the pedal and inadvertently 
applied and released the brakes continually, so exhausting 
the reservoir faster than the compressor could recharge 
it at engine-idling speed. 

This often happens when an open chassis is being tested, 
and is chiefly caused by flexing. Had there been a body, 
there would have been greater chassis rigidity and it would 
have been easier to maintain a constant pedal application 

I took the Leopard back to the steepest part of the hill, 
where the gradient is reputed to be | in 6, and here the 
hand brake held the chassis quite easily. A start in second 
gear failed because of clutch slip, but an easy start in 
bottom gear was made at quarter throttle. A second-gear 
start was successfully made on a |1-in-10 section 

The Leopard was then driven on to the Preston by-pass 
for trial under motorway conditions, and the i7-mile cir- 
cuit was completed at an average speed of 44 m.p.h. and 
a fuel-consumption rate of 10.3 m.p.g. The average speed 
is Significant as it is within 12 per cent. of the vehicle's 
maximum speed of 50 m.p.h. 

This emphasizes one of the chief advantages of a large 
engine: the gap between average and maximum speeds 1s 
small. The Preston by-pass is not noted for its favourable 
grading, but the lowest speed anywhere on it was 30 m.p.h 
This was on the gradient at the Broughton end. On Samles- 
bury Hill the minimum speed was 37 m.p.h. 

When given its head, the Leopard managed to reach

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speed range there was no evidence of excessive engine or 
transmission vibration. The chassis was exhilarating to 
drive. Ample power encouraged the overtaking of other 
traffic, and enabled tricky situations to be avoided by 
acceleration rather than braking. 

Drivers will delight in handling this new chassis, whilst 
operators should not find it expensive to run. The large 
engine promises the advantage of longer life between major 
overhauls compared with the unit in the Tiger Cub chassis, 
because the 0.600 engine will rarely be worked to full 
capacity. 

I found the steering well balanced, being light enough 
Bi 


for safe, fast cornering, but with a good castor action and 
hardly any “ kicking * on poor road surfaces. The suspen- 
sion seemed to me to be of a high standard. It is difficult 
to tell when sitting at the front of an open chassis what 
the ride would be like in a completed vehicle, but the 
Leopard did seem better than most. 

After testing with full load, 14 tons of test weights were 
removed for part-load trials. The resulting fuel-consump- 
tion figures are likely to be more akin to those which will 
be attained under normal bus-operating conditions in 
Britain, as the gross vehicle weight of 94 tons is more repre- 
sentative of a laden British bus. 
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Acceleration was understandably improved. Times 
required to reach 20, 30 and 40 m.p.h. from rest were 10 
seconds, 19 seconds and 32.5 seconds respectively. In 
direct drive these three speeds were reached from 10 m.p.h. 
in 9 seconds, 20 seconds and 32.5 seconds respectively. 


As a Coach 

HE Leyland single-speed spiral-bevel axle was replaced 

by an Eaton 18800 two-speed unit for the coaching 
tests, and the final-drive ratios were the highest available— 
4.5 and 6.142 to 1. Performance figures were taken over the 
same roads as for the chassis in bus form, and the Euxton- 
Longton course, which is 10 miles long, was covered at 
almost the same average speed. 

More traffic hold-ups were encountered this time, but 
the fuel-consumption rate was better, being 13.7 m.p.g. 
An improvement in the fuel-consumption rate was also 
obtained on the Tarleton circuit. This was covered at an 
average speed of 31.8 m.p.h. and an average fuel-consump- 
tion rate of 15.1 m.p.g., representing a gain of 1.2 m.p.g. 

Direct-drive acceleration was little different from that 
with the Leyland rear axle. The time taken to reach 20 
m.p.h. from rest was slightly reduced, but the times for 
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0-30 mph. and 0-40 m.p.h. were noticeably longer. 
Maximum speeds in third and fourth gears with high and 
low ratios of the Eaton axle were as follows: third-low, 
24 m.p.h.; third-high, 33 m.p.h.; fourth-low, 39 m.p.h.; 
fourth-high, 55 m.p.h. 

The motorway trial showed an appreciably higher aver- 
age speed—48.5 m.p.h. This is again commendably close 
to the maximum. Despite the higher average speed, com- 
pared wifh the bus version, the fuel-consumption rate was 
only 0.1 m.p.g. poorer. 

Minimum speed on the Samlesbury gradient was 39 
m.p.h., and the rise was breasted in fourth-high, whilst the 
maximum speed on over-run was 60 m.p.h. The two-speed 
axle notably improved the hill-climbing performance, 
Parbold Hill being scaled in 3 minutes 11 seconds, 27 
seconds faster than with the chassis in bus form. Second- 
high was the lowest ratio employed, and the engine pulled 
remarkably well when driving through this combination. 

I think that the 4.111-to-1 single-speed axle would be 
better for most fast coaching operations. This unit would 
give a good maximum speed of at least 60 m.p.h. and ample 
ability to climb gradients. It should also afford satisfactory 
acceleration and acceptable fuel economy.

ie Edior Repeal Haulage Concessions to Farmers 


pgp hauliers in rural districts will endorse what Mr. 
G. Duncan Jewell said about the activities of “ farmers ” 
and their vehicles (The Commercial Motor, December 4), 
but I am sorry he found it necessary to use the term “ neigh- 
bouring farmer,” with the result that he, like many others, 
expressed doubt as to whether “ dealers with small plots of 
land are farmers.”” He also said that the former North 
Western Licensing Authority defined a “neighbouring 
farmer” and that other Licensing Authorities have since 
followed suit. 

Nowhere in the Road and Rail Traffic Act, 1933, nor in 
any later transport law is there any reference to “ neigh- 
bour,” “ farmer ” or “ neighbouring farmer.” If people will 
stick to the wording of the Act, they will be less likely to 
beled astray and certain points will be made clear, although, 
perhaps, not any more advantageous to the legitimate haulier 
(if one may use such an expression). Section 1(5)(c) of the 
1933 Act reads: 

“(c) the carriage by a person engaged in agriculture 
in any locality of goods for or in connection with the 
business of agriculture carried on by another person in 
that locality, so long as the goods are carried in a vehicle 
which the person carrying them is authorized by a licence 
to use for the carriage of goods for or in connection with 
his agricultural business . . . shall not be deemed to con- 
stitute a carrying of the goods for hire or reward.” 

Thus there would seem to be no doubt that even a small- 
holder or market gardener on a very small scale can lawfully 
claim that he is “ a person engaged in the business of agri- 
culture,” that is, the tilling of the soil. 

What at least one Licensing Authority has said is that, 
whilst he has no power to interpret the law, in his opinion, 
for what it is worth, a farmer or person engaged in agri- 
culture whose agricultural holding is within, say, five miles 
of the holding of the owner of the vehicle, might be 
regarded as being within the same locality. The inference 
is, presumably, that if the “farmer C-licensee™” carried 
for others whose farms or holdings were substantially 
beyond that radius, he might be prosecuted to establish 
whether he or the Licensing Authority was right. 

I agree that much more could be done to suppress 
irregularities if hauliers- would combine and co-operate 


with enforcement officers of the Ministry of Transport; but 
in a rural area this is likely to throw a heavy burden on 
them. It is already said in one of the sub-areas of the 
Road Haulage Association that any complaint against a 
cheap-jack haulier, whether he be a “farmer C™ or a 
C-hire operator, or whether he has no licence at all, results 
in the boycotting of the complainant, so that he gets no 
more work from local merchants, all of whom are con- 
nected with agriculture. Moreover, the bench, which is, 
of course, drawn from the local community, has the repu- 
tation of inflicting only nominal fines in those cases where 
the magistrates cannot avoid finding the defendant guilty 

There is, of course, the other point stressed by your 
contributor—the need to obtain evidence that an offence 
has been committed. Any operator who offered himself 
as a witness against one of these people might just as 
well put up his shutters. 

To take away a legal privilege from the farming com- 
munity would require amending legislation. Some people 
are under the impression that it is only a matter of regula- 
tions made by the Minister, which could be amended at 
any time; but that is not so. If the R.H.A. were so for- 
tunate as to find an M.P. willing to sponsor such an 
amendment when the time was opportune, no one can 
surely be so naive as to think that the National Farmers’ 
Union would allow it to go through unopposed, and 
no one can have any doubt as to the outcome of a tussle 
on a matter of this kind between farming and haulage 
interests. 

On the other hand, a law which cannot be effectively 
enforced is bad, however meritorious the idea behind it. 
I do not think that anyone, least of all the police and 
enforcement officers, would deny that this particular pro- 
vision is incapable of effective enforcement; particularly in 
view of the concessions to farmers in the way of not having 
to keep drivers’ records. So far as I can see, that is about 
the only ground on which there could be any hope of the 
law being repealed. 

We do not want any definitions of this or that, and 
particularly of something that is not even mentioned in the 
Act. We want the clause out entirely.

permitted width of articulated vehicles is requested by a 

reader. He names a popular make of 10-ton semi-trailer 
with automatic coupling, and asks whether it is correct that 
the semi-trailer must not exceed 7 ft. 6 in. in width unless the 
tractor unit itself exceeds that dimension. He also inquires 
whether it is permissible to increase the overall width ot 
the tractor unit by the simple expedient of extending ancillary 
fittings. 

Before dealing with the legal aspects of this query, it will 
first be assumed that the semi-trailer specified by the reader 
will be drawn by a tractor unit of comparable popular manu- 
facture. In that event, the unladen weight of the tractor unit 
would probably be around 24 tons, and certainly well below 
4 tons. This is an important factor. Regulation 37 (b) (iv) of 
the Motor Vehicles (Construction and Use) Regulations, 1955, 
states that a vehicle with an unladen weight of 4 tons or more 
may exceed the standard pérmitted width of 7 ft. 6 in. by not 
more than 6 in., and this is equally applicable to goods 
vehicles or tractor units. 

Therefore, unless this particular semi-trailer were drawn by 
an exceptionally heavy tractor unit relative to its carrying 
capacity, it would be limited to a maximum width of 7 ft. 6 in. 

In other circumstances, where a tractor unit of 4 tons 
unladen or more is employed, Regulation 37 requires that, in 
addition to being over 4 tons, the tractor unit must also exceed 
7 ft. 6 in. in width before it is permitted to tow a semi-trailer 
wider than 7 ft. 6 in. 

In determining the overall width of a vehicle, the projection 
of any driving mirror, direction indicator or tyre distortion 
must be ignored.

BUILDING contractor operates two personnel carriers, 
one with 12 fixed seats and the other with adjustable seats 
to provide accommodation for the carriage of goods. He fully 
realizes that when he does, in fact, transport goods in the 
second vehicle a carrier's licence is necessary, as it comes 
within the category of dual purpose. 

He wishes, however, to license the vehicle with fixed seats in 
the same manner as a private car, as only workmen and their 
tools are carried. But he is puzzled by apparent variations in 
the ruling of various local taxation officers on this matter, and 
asks for advice on the legality or otherwise of this form of 
licensing. 

The classification of motor vehicles for taxation purposes is 
governed by the Vehicles (Excise) Act, 1949. Section 5 pro- 
vides that a vehicle constructed or adapted for the carriage of 
goods shall be taxed by its unladen weight. This section, 
however, is modified by Section 7 (2) of the Finance Act, 1952, 
under which such a vehicle exceeding 12 cwt. unladen is taxed 
as a goods vehicle only if it is used to convey goods for hire 


or reward, or in connection with any trade or business. 
BIA 


If, therefore, such a vehicle is used for the carriage of 
articles or goods in connection with a trade.or business, it 
would properly be classifiable as a goods vehicle. For example, 
if workmen’s tools, as in this case, are conveyed in connection 
with a building contractor’s business, the vehicle would be 
taxable at the goods rate. 

The question appears to be, therefore, whether the vehicle 
in this case can be regarded as constructed or adapted for the 
carriage of goods. It would seem that, for taxation purposes, 
some personnel carriers could reasonably be held to be con- 
structed to carry goods, particularly where there is an area of 
clear space available for goods, or may be made available by 
tip-up or folding seats. These factors, together with the 
amount of stowage provided for passengers’ luggage, the 
position of doors, the removal or unbolting of parts of seats 
and so on are all taken into consideration by local taxation 
officers before deciding in whaf particular classification a 
vehicle shall be licensed.

ECOM MENDED rates for the supply of a 30-cwt. van on 

C-hire contract are requested by another reader. He asks 
that they should be based on a 44-hour week and expressed as 
a rate per hour plus mileage charge, with an additional rate 
for any Saturday work. 

With the customer supplying the driver and paying his 
wages, the remaining four items of weekly standing costs (as 
distinct from charges) are estimated as follows: Licences, 9s., 
rent and rates, 8s. 6d., insurance, 8s. 10d., interest, 9s. 4d.; 
total, £1 15s. 8d. Allowing an increase of 20 per cent. for 
both overhead costs and profit would give a recommended 
standing charge per week of £2 10s., or Is. 13d. per hour on 
the basis of a 44-hour week. 

Assuming the van has a petrol engine, the five items of 
running costs per mile are reckoned to be: Fuel, 2.91d., lubri- 
cants, 0.19d., tyres, 0.56d., maintenance, 1.87d., depreciation. 
1.61d.; total, 7.14d. With a 20 per cent. addition for overheads 
and profit, the recommended charge per mile would be 10d. 

The charge for any work done outside the standard 44 hours, 
whether on a weekday, Saturday or Sunday, will be limited to 
the mileage rate only (10d.), because all standing costs will 
presumably have been met during the first 44 hours of hire. 
Any variation in the rates payable to the driver will. ot 
course, be met by the customer.

IRING from the customer's angle is the subject of another 

inquiry. A firm of engineers state that they are consider- 

ing expanding their transport facilities and ask for details of 

the running costs of a popular S-tonner with a view to 

comparing the merits of alternatively operating their own 
vehicles or hiring. 

Dealing first with the operating costs of a petrol-engined 
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5-ton platform vehicle, the five standing costs per week are: 
Licences, 13s., wages, £9 4s. 3d., rent and rates, 10s. 6d., insur- 
ance, 12s. Sd., interest, 12s. 7d.; total, £11 12s. 9d. Assuming a 
weekly average of 600 miles, running costs per mile would be 
Fuel, 3.75d., lubricants, 0.24d., tyres, 1.27d., maintenance, 
2.28d., depreciation, 1.21d.; total, 8.75d. 

Licences for the oil-engined version, with a slightly heavier 
unladen weight, would amount to the equivalent of 14s. pet 
week. Wages would remain at £9 4s. 3d. and rent and rates 
at 10s. 6d. per week. Because of the higher initial outlay. 
insurance will now amount to 13s. 2d. and interest to 15s. Id 
per week, making the total standing cost £11 17s 

Fuel costs per mile will be reduced to 2.56d. for the oiler, 
with lubricants and tyres again being estimated at 0.24d. and 
1.27d. per mile respectively. Maintenance, however, is now 
assessed at 2d. per mile and depreciation at 1.50d., making a 
total running cost per mile of 7.57d.

In comparing the merits of operating one’s own vehicle or 
hiring, allowance should be made for variations in individual 
contracts. Such variations stem naturally from the fact that 
contract hiring is, or should be, designed specifically to meet 
the requirements of one customer. Nevertheless, it is 
important to ensure that all 10 items of operating costs have 
been accounted for when the final contract is drawn up, even 
though some may be the responsibility of one party and the 
remainder met by the other. 

For example, one customer's premises may be so far from 
the hirer’s garage as to make it more convenient for the 
customer to provide his own fuel, washing and minor servicing 
facilities, leaving major repairs as the responsibility of the 
contract-hire specialist. In that event, the total hire charge 
would be reduced not only by the omission of fuel costs, but 
also by the deduction of some proportion of maintenance costs. 

In other circumstances, the reverse may apply, with the 
contractor being responsible for all fuelling and maintenance. 
Another alternative is provided by the licensing arrangements 
whereby the contractor can employ the driver (under contract 
A licence), which would naturally affect the responsibility of 
payment of wages. 

Whilst a direct comparison can be made between the 
probable cost of operating one’s own vehicles and _ hiring, 
provided that consideration is limited to the 10 items of cost 
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already specified, it is more difficult, if not impossible, to assess 
in terms of actual cost the diversion of administrative ability 
from the trade or industry in which the customer may be 
engaged to the operation of an ancillary transport fleet 
Another factor to be considered is the cumulative effect of 
the use of capital for more profitable purposes. If, fo 
example, the customer wishes to extend his main activities, the 
release of capital for this purpose by 
bring long-term benefit. If the expansion achieves its 
ultimate objective of increased profit, further expansion may 
then be possible on the collateral security

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Two-stroke-engine Braking 


ATENT No. 822.078 describes a device 
for inceasing the braking effect of a 
two-stroke engine. Normally, compres- 
sion on the overrun does not afford effec- 
tive braking because much of the energy 
absorbed is returned on the down-stroke 
by the expansion of the compressed air. 
The valve covered in the patent releases 
the air compressed in the cylinder at top

dead.centre to dissipate its energy. Power 
is absorbed also by the vacuum created 
on the succeeding down-stroke. (R. 
Haller, Brauerstrasse 51, Zurich, Switzer- 
land.) 

The drawing shows the valve employed. 
It is mounted in the cylinder-head and is 
a pressure-opened device. . It is held 
closed normally by a spring (1) in con- 
junction with a manually operated cam 
(2). When braking is. required, the cam 
is turned to reduce the spring force. 
cylinder compression then lifts the valve 
head (3) and releases air into a chamber 
(4). The chamber is closed by a piston- 
valve (5) but its large area enables the air 
to apply a greatly increased force to the 
valve and rapidly uncover the escape 
ports (6). 

RUBBER SUSPENSION 
A RUBBER-SPRUNG §_. suspension 
system is the subject of patent No 

823,521. The resilient members are 
rubber . cylinders stressed in torsional 
shear, and the complete assembly has 
approximately the same outline as a con- 
ventional leaf-spring, which it can replace. 
(Moulton Developments, Ltd., The Hall, 
Brandford-on-Avon, Wiltshire.) 

Referring to the drawing, which is a 
section in plan, the axle (1) carries metal 
plates which interleave with others on the 
fore-and-aft radius-arms (2 and 3). The 
spaces between the plates are filled by 
rubber discs (as shown at 4) which are flat 
on one side and concave on the other. 
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Each sandwich pack is provided with 
a central bolt (5) which can impart any 
desired value of pre-compression to the 
rubber to vary the suspension rate. The 
assembly may be attached to the chassis 
by conventional shackles or fixed pivots 
can be used; in the latter case the rubber 
sandwiches accommodate changes in 
length. 

ENGINE-OIL COOLER 
LUBRICATING oil cooler is the 
subject of patent No. 822,964. It 

comprises a radiator and fan combined 
as a unit and is designed for use with 
air-cooled oil engines. (Serck Radiators, 
Ltd., Warwick Road, Greet, Birmingham 
11.) 

The central spindle carries the driving 
pulley at one end and the fan (1) at the 
other. The radiator is wheel-shaped, 
having a central hub-like chamber (2) and 
a circumferential chamber (3) around the 
outside. Spoke-like tubes (4) connect the 
inner and outer chambers, each tube 
being flat in section as shown at 5. 

The oil enters at a port (6) and moves 
inwards through half the spokes; it then 
flows outwards through the other spokes 
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to. reach an outlet located on the peri- 
phery. The outer chamber is divided into 
sections as required. 


STARTING OIL ENGINES 

HE intention of apparatus covered by 

patent No. 823,390 is to assist the 
cold starting of oil engines. It is pro- 
posed to add a small proportion of 
“ignition accelerator”. to the fuel; the 
lubricating oil is said to be suitable for 
this purpose. (Maschinenfabrik Augs- 
burg-Nurnberg A.G., Nurnberg, Ger- 
many.) 

The additive is to be used only for 
starting and until the engine has reached 
full working temperature. The method 
of adding the oil, and the control of cut- 
off, are the subjects of the patent. 

The drawing shows a conventional six- 
cylindered engine with its injection pump 
(1) which is supplied by a fuel-feed pump 
(2)..A hand pump (3) can draw either 
special liquid from a container (4) or 
engine oil from the sump (5). When the 
pump plunger is pressed down, it dis- 
charges into the fuel intake at the point 
(6) or into the final filter (7) of the injec- 
tion pump. 

For automatic operation, engine oil can 
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be fed into the fuel system direct from a 
high-pressure point via a valve (8). This 
valve may be worked mechanically or 
electrically and may be made responsive 
to temperature, engine speed or a combi 
nation of both. 


FORWARD-TIPPING BODY 
ATENT No. 823,023 shows a tipping 
body covering the whole length of 
the chassis and discharging its load to the 
front. (Daimler-Benz A.G., Stuttgart 
Untertiirkheim, Germany.)

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The drawing shows an outline view of 
the body in the discharging position. The 
driver’s cab (1) is mounted on trunnions 
so that it remains on even keel despite 
the angle of sip. The cab is armoured to 
withstand the abrasive action of the mov- 
ing load. The patent describes another 
design in which the cab is a fixture and 
swings with the body. 


INDUCTION SWIRL 
HE aim of a cylinder-head layout 
shown in patent No. 819,431 is to 
increase turbulence of the induction air 
charge. The ducting arrangements do not

require excessive space. (Maschinenfabrik 
Augsburg - Nurnberg A.G., Nurnberg. 
Germany.) The air duct is initially con- 
centric with the cylinder axis, as shown 
at 1. As it descends, it sweeps towards 
the cylinder wall to divide into two 
streams (2 and 3) just before reaching the 
valve. The scheme is used on an engine 
that formed the subject of an earlier 
patent numbered 783,218.
